Mrs Candhi responded by saying that India would be glad to be of any 
help. But she pointed out that any such offer would require agreement 
of both parties to the conflict.

minister hoped that it would not escalate and lead to involvement of 


other countries, especially the superpowers. 


Mrs Gandhi reiterated India's hope that the conflict would be resolved 
peacefully at the earliest.

Kamal was accused of striking Ondongo-Gambomy in the upper abdomen with 

i knife during a fight that broke out on the early evening of 10 June 
this vear among some foreign students attending the China Medical College 
here. Ondongo-Gambomy, who was promptly taken to the hospital for treat- 
ment, died at 4:25 pm the following day as a result of the knife wound 

in hie liver. 


rhe Shenyang City People's Procuratorate instituted legal proceedings 
against Kamal. The court heard the defence by lawyer Guo Zonghan who 
was provided by the Municipal Legal Aid Society. 


Kamal, who delivered his defence in Chinese rather than in his own 
language, although the court offered to provide him with an official 
translator, acknowledged the facts and evidence presented by the prosecutor 
and testimony by witnesses. The court decision was that the defendant 

wis guilty as charged and sentenced him under Article 134 of the Criminal 
Law of the People's Republic of China which reads: ‘Whoever intentionally 
causes injury to another shall be sentenced to...imprisonment for not less 
than 7 years, or to life imprisonment, if death ensues...." 


According to law, the defendant may submit an appeal to a higher court 
within 10 days after receiving the written verdict. In a final statement 
to the court, Kamal declared that he accepted the verdict and would not 
appeal.

CHINESE, FRO SciPNTTSTS COLLECT FOSSILS IN NET MONGGOL

(lext] Hohhot, 9 Oct (XTNHUA)--Many small mammal fossils including 
teeth, jaws and skeletons were collected by five West German and six 
Chinese paleontologists in a lé-day expedition in Huade County, Inner 
Mongolia. The activities concluded at the end of this September. 


Sefentists of the two countries are selecting, reconstructing and studying 
these fossils in Betjiny. German Professor H. Tobien of Mainz University 
and Professor Zhou Mingzhen, Chinese paleontologist, told XINHUA that 
they had gone to observe in detail the strata of the fossil-yielding area 
at Tuchengzi, Guangweizi, Shisangudi and Erdengtu in Huade County in 
central-south Inner Mongolla, The fossils include three families of 
rodents, two of rabbits and three of insectivores, which are fairly rare. 
hese animals lived in the late pliocene epoch approximately 5-6 million 
years ago. Scientists believe that the fossil area had a much warmer 
climate several million years ago than today. At that time there were 
many lakes where animals thrived. 


Scfentists taking part in this field investigation say that the new 
discoveries furnish data for studying the origin, development and evolution 
‘f the mammals in the late tertiary period in Asia and understanding the 
specles, morpholoyvy and structure of animals of the pliocene epoch. 

lhey are also significant for studying the migration and exchange of 
prehistoric animals and the history of the separation and joining of the 
rurasia. The scientists also discovered a number of fossils of carnivorous 
mammals, hoofed mammals with an even-toed foot and hoofed mammals with 

an odd-toed foot. Fossils of some amphibians, reptiles and birds were 

also found. 


In the 1920's German Professor Max Schlosser studied in Germany fossils 
collected from this country. During his student days in Germany Yang 
Zhongiian worked under his guidance. Yang Zhongjian became a renowned 
paleontologist later and died early last vear. This field investigation 
is the first between Chinese and German paleontologists in new China.

Baoyinvatu's personal life is typical of some of China's best-known 
minority artists of the older generation. A child beggar who roved the 
Mongolian grasslands, Baoyinbatu joined the Chinese revolution at 16.

[Excerpts] A principal criminal guilty of "beating, smashing and 
looting" during the "Cultural Revolution" has been sentenced to death 
in Shanghai. This seems to be the first time that fellows of this 
kind have been subjected to such punishment, 


his man, named Hu Yongnian, was a former member of the Shanghal 
tevolutlonary Committee and chairman of the Shanghai Physical Culture 
and Sports Committee, It was reported that “he actively participated 
in the criminal activities of Zhang Chunqiao, Yao Wenyuan, Wang Hongwen 
and other counterrevolutionaries in usurping party and government 
leadership in Shanghai Municipality." He was not called a member of 
the "gang of four." What was the reason? 


his reminds us of an announcement made in an NPC decision to set up a 
special court to try the LO principal criminals of the Lin Biao-Jiang Ying 
group: "Other criminals will be tried separately according to the 
differing circumstances, and proceedings will be insticuted with the 
supreme people's court and the military court respectively.” This case 
must fall within this category--to be "tried separately." 


liu Yongnian was tried by the Shanghai Municipal Intermediate People's 
Court. After the imposition of the death sentence, a 2-year reprieve 

was announced. This has made people wonder if leniency has been 

carried to excess. Those persecuted by him numbered nearly 1,000, 2 of 
whom died as a result. Many more principal criminals like him guilty 

of “beating, smashing and looting" can be found in the country. Perhaps, 
out of the desire not to execute too many people, "the death sentence” 
was subsequently "suspended." 


Lases like this cannot be regarded as acts of factional revenye for the 
"Cultural Revolution. 
cannot go unpunished.

The trial ot the Lin Biao=Jiang Qing cliques is a big step forward on 
the road to rule by law, The trial of people such as Hi Yongnian is only 
a relatively small step, 


Chen Yonggul's son, Chen Mingzhu, usually known as "young master Chen," 
was also dismissed trom his post, He is to be tried on such charges 

as taping a number of women, throwing his weight around, and doing evil. 
Un the sheer strength of his father's influence, Chen Mingzhu was made a 
director of the propaganda department of the Xiyang County CCP Committee, 
What did he know about publicity? What propaganda was like under his

Fenggou Farm is under the Dafeng Forestry Bureau where the Workers 
Congress has just elected by secret ballot a bureau director for a term 
of 3 years.

Why should we care about the quality of our service?" Some say: "Customers 
come to our store to make purchases. There is no point in raising the 
quality of our service if the quan ity and quality of our clothing are not 
acceptable" At one point, employees had various viewpoints on the subject. 

ln April, the party branch convened a seminar on "What If 1 Were a Customer," 
dealing with this type of work attitude in the store. The discussion revolved 
iround the subject of "treating other people as yourself." At the same time, 
‘hey discussed the experience of three distinguished salespersons (including 
Ye Miaomiao [0673 8693 8693] and their efforts to “serve customers." In 

this way, the employees learned a good lesson and they all wanted to emulate 
the advanced workers. 


As the enthusiasm of employees was heightened, the party branch raised the 
question of “how cadres can serve employees while the latter serve customers," 
demanding that all cadres look after employees. After talking with employees 
in the import department, the secretary of the party branch committee and 

the store manager realized the tasks of that deparmtnet and its current

heightened, 


The reater the reputation, the deeper the ideological work should be. As 
the service attitude of the store has improved, many customers from outside 
the province as well as local customers have commended the staff for being 
"good advisors for customers." 


The party branch considers that ideological work must be managed well in the 
midst of such applause and good reputation. A group of people from the 

party branch met with individual salespersons and advanced workers and 
visited them at their homes. The latter were encouraged to adopt a correct 
attitude toward reputation and to further develop their exemplary role. At 
the same time, they were also requested to actively develop ideological work 
and to integrate daily work with political ideology.

[Text] The recently concluded third session of the Fifth NPC solemnly 
raised the question of having young, educated and professional people 
as cadres. While our party is busy selecting large numbers of cadres 
who are in the prime of life, what is in the minds of the old comrades? 


To find out, we visited Comrade Zhou Changsheng, former deputy commander 
of Zhejiang Provincial Military District, in a small quiet building--a 
sanatorium for retired cadres in tt» provincial military district. 


Upon seeing us, Zhou Changsheng said happily: "I have been participating 
in the revolution for over 50 years. This is the first time I have 
heard about old comrades of the party Central Committee offering their 
own jobs to others. This is unusual. The reform of the Chinese 

cadre system has gotten off to a good start.” He laughed with the 
dignified air of a general. 


He made special mention of Nie Rongzhen, vice chairman of the National 
Defense Council, and his letter of resignation. As a political 
commissar of the former First Red Army Corps, Marshal Nie had all along 
remembered that he had under him model company commander Zhou Changsheng 
who had fought bravely. After liberation, every time he came to 
Hangzhou he sent for Zhou Changsheng, asking about his work and health 
and showing concern for him in every way. Not long ago, Zhou Changsheng 
saw Marshal Nie on television. He was so weak that he had to be helped 
up by two people to greet “the little woman from Japan." He could not 
help feeling concerned about the old commander's health. He even 

wanted to phone him out of concern. At the recent NPC session, he 

read Marshal Nie's letter of resignation and was moved to tears. He 
thought that though in poor health, the old commander never forgot 

that we must have successors to the party's cause. His resignation was 








another example to us. We will soon be in our seventic. or eighties, 

Lf we still do not give up our jobs in favor of the young and "get 
hospitalized while listed as active members of the command headquarters," 
how can the four modernizations be achieved’ Thinking along these 

lines really makes me feel that my retirement has been worthwhile, 


Ae a general, Zhou Changsheng had been through thick and thin, In 1929, 
he joined the revolution in the Soviet area of Jiangxi. He devoted 

the beat part of his Life to a military career, He said with feeling: 
everyone was young once, When we started leading troops as "commanders," 
we were just young fellows of leas than 20, When we had become cadres 
at the division and army corps levels, we were only in our thirties, 
with “a vast number of troops and horses" under our command, In the 
period of war, great attention was paid to promoting young cadres, 

When | wae first a battalion commander, regiment commander Yang Dezhi 
taught me how to exercise command and deploy troops. It might be 
recalled that in the Sandingbao battle of north Shaanxi I was left as 
the only chief of staff with the commander of our regiment wounded and 
the political commissar killed, It was a critical situution with the 
enemy forces pressing in on us. Su Hua,a division political commissar, 
resolutely ordered me to take over as commander of the regiment. He 
also sent over a division chief of staff with several combat directives 
for me. Thus, | was in command, I fought a good battle. Now, there 
are many young and capable cadres in our army, to say nothing of those 
who distinguished themselves in the years of revolutionary war with 
their "“three-eight style" and "Jiefang style," after the founding of 
the state. Many people acquired very rich experiences in the struggle 
to resist U.S. aggression and aid Korea. Many also distinguished them- 
selves in the self-defensive counterattack against Vietnam, This 
required us old comrades to help the party organizations in choosing 
the right people for promotion, It would not do for us just to make 
the choice. We must give up our posts in favor of the relatively 

young comrades and take a backseat. Only in this way can work be done 
in a lively manner, 


At this time, | cut in, saying that some old comrades are now worried 
about acting as advisers and about retirement. Zhou Changsheng said 
that we must take the whole situation into consideration. To insure 
the continuous stability of party leadership, weak and old comrades 
must gradually leave the scene. They must not take remuneration 
seriously and be loath to part with a telephone, a car, or a Western- 
style house. Communist party members cannot seek all these things. 

So many fellow fighters have not survived to enjoy life--those who 

died on the grasslands, on snowbound mountains, in rivers, and in enemy 
gunfire too soon to see the realization of socialism. We cannot forget 
them. 


Early autumn sunshine was streaming into the sitting room, with a wave 
of his hand, the general said that we might as well take a look at the 
courtyard.

a book entitled "A Military Career," which carried memoira written 

by him and other old comrades. Leafing through the pages, he said that 
Lhis might be considered a legacy! Thanks to such a retired life, I had 
felt much better physically and mentally, Some comrades said jokiny|y 
that if we had not retired, we might have already been Marx in the 
other world, So saying, the general laughed again.

THREE CONVICTED POR GUN THEFTS 
HK101256 Hainan HATNAN RTBAO in Chinese 18 Sep 80 p 1 


|Report by Xing Baohua: 17 0202 3562): “Hainan Intermediate People's 
Court Publiciy Tries Cris.nale Who Stole and Sold State-owned Guns") 


[Text] The intermediate people's court of the Hainan Administrative 
District recently conducted an open trial of three criminals who stole 
and sold guns owned by the state. Chief offender Tan Taiguo was 
gentenced to 15 years’ imprisonment with his political rights deprived 
for 3 years. Accomplice Li Youjia was sentenced to 7 years’ imprison- 
ment with his political rights deprived for 2 years. Chen Yanghong 
was sentenced to 2 years’ imprisonment for the sale of the stolen guns. 


Defendant Tan Taiguo was formerly a police guard of the Dan County 
branch of the Chinese People's Bank. (A police guard is charged with 
the safekeeping of police guard guns.) In May last year, when Tan 
escorted the bank's money to the Sandu commune, he plotted with 

Li Youjia to steal and sell the guns. Li arranged for Chen Yanghong 

to see Tan Taiguo and inspect the guns at the bank. When everything 
was arranged, Tan lTaiguo stole one "3-8-type" rifle, one "7-9-type" 
rifle and one Mauser gun and 40 rounds of ammunition from the bank. 
Under the cover of night, Chen Yanghong and Chen so-and-so took them 
away in a walking tractor. These were sold to the No 2 and No 3 
production teams of the Sandu brigade of the Sandu commune to be used 
tor factional fighting. A total amount of 2,000 yuan was obtained. 

Tan Taiguo got 1,800 yuan and Li Youjia and Chen Yanghong each received 
100 yuan, In mid-July, Tan and Li met at the Nadai town and made 
secret plans. Tan again stole from the bank two "50-type" submachine 
guns and one "3-8-type" rifle. Li arranged with Chen so-and-so to 
sell then to the Xincun production team of the Jiuzhou brigade of the 
Sandu commune for factional fighting purposes. These brought 2,500 yuan 
in total. Tan got 2,200 yuan while Li had 180 yuan and Chen so-and-so 
120 yuan, 


The criminal activities of Tan Taiguo and the others were first reported 


by the masses and action was taken by the Dan County Public Security 
bureau. Proceedings against them were instituted by the Hainan branch 
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of the Guangdong Provincial People'a Procuratorate. The case was tried 
by the intermediate people's court of Hainan District, It waa held that 
as a police guard of a state bank, Tan Taiguo who took advantage of 

his position to twice steal state-owned guns and sell them, pocket ing 

a total of 4,000 yuan from the proceeds, was guilty of taking public 
property and jeopardizing public security, The means he had used were 
deapicable and the case was of a serious nature. Defendant Li Youjia 
who acted in collusion with Tan Taiguo and plotted with him the 
stealing and sale of the guns was a chief conspirator. This constituted 
the crime of stealing and selling gune. Defendant Chen Yanghong who 
participated in the activities of stealing and selling guns was found 
guilty. In accordance with Articles No 112 and No 52 in the "Crimina! 
Code of the People's Republic of China," the court passed specified 
prison sentences on Tan Taiguo, Li Youjia and Chen Yanghong respectively.

OFFICIAL DISCUSSES CHILD CARE

(Text) Beijing, 10 October (XINHUA)--Beijing opened a child care research 


center today as part of ite efforte to expand child care service in the 
city. 


With a staff including eight paediatricians, the center will specialize 
in the health and education of children 3 years and under, as well as 
ln pre=- and post-natal services. 


Wang Liying, secretary-general of the center, said that this is an 
important step toward better child care. 


She sald Beijing has made much progress in maternal and child care since 
it established a child hygiene network in 1973, covering all city districts 
and suburban counttes, but much remained to be done. 


When a child is born, health workers from the network will call at the 
home twice or three times within the first month of delivery and regular 
home-calls are made until the child reaches seven. Regular innoculation 
and vaccination are also done free. 


However, she said, child health care centers are understaffed and the 
staff poorly paid, and the service is far from adequate for a city the 
size of Beijing. 


Wang Liying said that although children in Beijing are generally growing 
taller, their general health is not satisfactory. 


A survey of 4,553 seven-year-olds in four city districts and one suburban 
county last year showed that more than half the children had dental 

cares and there were some cases of tracheitis, epilepsy and congenital 
malformation. A considerable proportion of the children were suffering 
from anemia. 
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Wag Livin» sald these problema are largely caused by insufficient 
knowledge of child care, nutrition and hygiene, Most children are cared 
for at home and many parents feed the children what they like so that the 
children form bad eating habite, ahe said, Even in nureertes and kinder- 
yarcens, not enough attention te paid to nutrition. 


‘he said that 1 shortage of beds in obstetrics hospitals also aftected 
the child eare service, In the whole city there were only about 1,000 
beds and doctors were too busy coping with routine delivery to teach 
lyingein women hyetene and child-feeding. 


Wang Living said the city health authorities are now trying to solve 
these problow and is training health care workers and will increase the 
number of hospital beds for obstetric cases. 


‘the city has issued 100,000 pamphlets on hygiene and infant and child 
care to young mothers and the health care research center plans to use 
radio and film and slide shows to spread information.

PLOPLE WARNED OF GOLD, SILVER SPECULATORS

[Article by Jiang Baolin [1203 0202 2651] and Liu Fengyi [0491 7364 0308), 
bureau of Industry and Commerce in Ninghe County: "Speculators Make Huge 
Profits tn Gold and Silver; Be Careful of Authenticity and Watch Out for 
Hoaxes" | 


[Text] Recently, some speculators, taking advantage of the higher prices 
paid by the government for gold and silver, while moat of the broad masses 
were unfamiliar with the change, acquired gold and silver for less than half 
of the government price in rural communes and made a huge profit or colluded 
with smugglers for profitmaking. Over the past month or so, the Bureau of 
industry and Commerce in Ninghe County discovered three cases of gold and 
silver speculation. A profiteer made eight speculative purchases of goid 
and siiver during the past two monthe and made an illegal profit of several) 
hundred yuan. For example, for a gold ring which can be sold for more than 
40 yuan in a bank, he paid only 18 yuan; for silver yuan, for which the 
state is paying 5 yuan apiece, he paid 2.5 yuan. Another speculator 
acquired 302 silver yuan and 8 gold rings at one time in the vicinity of 
Riaokou and Huaiding in Ninghe County. Their trick was to undervalue the 
authentic and high-quality pieces (such as to claim a low degree of purity 
in gold and silver). Ignorant cf the distinction and of the official price, 
the masses were taken advantage of by the ewindlers. According to the 
investigation, in Biaokou, Huaiding, and Renfeng alone quite a few people 
sold gold and silver to speculators and suffered from the deception. 


Many people still own gold and silver jewelry, such as earrings, rings, 
bracelets, silver pendants, and silver dollars or ingots of gold and silver. 
They should exchange those objects for cash at the bank, lest they fall 

victim to swindlers' deceitful words. At present, the government's posted 
price is 13 yuan for each gram of gold, .20 yuan for each gram of silver, and 5 
» yuan for o silver yuan. The procedure is simple: no questions sre asked 
about origin, and cash is paid on the spot. We suggest that the banking 
department engage in extensive propaganda, organize purchasing teams in rural 
areas, and leave speculators no chance to take advantage.

GUANGDONG CRACKS DOWN ON SMUGGLERS, PROFITEERS

iText |) Recently the Guangdong Provincial Party Committee and the Guangdong 
poople's government jointly issued "Directives Regarding the Determination 
lo Crack Down on Smuggling, Speculation, and Profiteering Activities." The 
party committee and government at every level are required to be fully aware 
of the serious condition and consequences of smuggling, speculation, and 
profiteering activities. They should strengthen coastal and market contro! 
and crack down on the smuggling and blackmarketing of imported merchandise, 
treating these all-time important tasks which should be dealt with seriously 
{n order resolutely to halt these evil tendencies. 


The joint directives issued by the provincial party committee and the 
provincial people's government point out: At present, criminals and 
peculators in China, in collusion with underworld forces and unscrupulous 
erchante in Hong Kong and Macao, engage in rampant smuggling activities 
through various means and channels. According to statistics, cases involving 
smuggling and speculation discovered in 1979 in our province numbered more 
than 9,000, which Is a fourfold increase over 1978. This year the situation 
is getting more serious; there were over 4,000 smuggling cases discovered 
{mn the first quarter--more than double the number of cases discovered in the 
same period last year--and the net worth of smuggled items has also increased 
substantially. Many of the smuggling cases involve not only various 
districts in our province but also more than 20 provinces, municipalities, 
and districts in the whole country. Gold and silver jewelry, precious 
medicinal! herbs, and cultural relics of our country flow out in large 
quantity, while imported merchandise is bought and sold in the black market 
or even peddled along the street. This kind of situation is causing great 
harm to the economic interests of the state, disturbing the control of 
foretyn trade and foreign exchange, disrupting marketing and finance, 
corrupting the ranks of cadres, staff and workers and the organic functioning 
ot the party, endangering the peace and order of society, and seriously 
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itiectilug normal production, work, and life, as well as the construction of 
the tour modernizations, 


In view of the above situation, the provincial party committee and provincial 
people's government have promulgated the following directives: 


1. Educate broad party members and cadres under the new circumstances to 
be alert to the corrosive effects of capitalist thinking, to perpetuate a 
hardy spirit of struggle, to take the lead in law-abiding activities, and ty 
resolutely wage war against criminal activities. Demand that party 
ommissfoners at every level and government officials be fully aware of the 
close connection between cracking down on smuggling and speculation on the 
one hand and rectifying party discipline on the other. Party members anc 
leading cadres must set a good example themselves and from now on must take 
the lead in observing rules and regulations. Strengthen political thought 
education among cadres, staff and workers; grasp the learning of daily 
dJiscipiine in the party; rectify the party's workstyle; and conscientiously 
abide by the laws. Do not buy smuggled goods, but actively struggle ayainst 
smuggling, speculating, and profiteering activities. 


Deliver a severe blow to smuggling, speculating, and profiteering 
criminals, especially in the coastal areas, along the border, and at locations 
where smuggling and illegal deals frequently take place. Party committees 
ot municipalities and countries as well as the government should organize 
their forces to help with the task. It is necessary to organize customs, 
industrial and commercial control, public security, and judicial departments 
tou help each other in cracking down on important criminal cases, to seize 
a number of typical cases and publicly mete out justice. Disciplined 
inspection committees at every level must strengthen review, handle important 
cases timely, tighten party discipline, and engage in discipline education 
within the party. A blow must be dealt to those who enter China to engage 
in criminal activities under the cover of overseas, Hong Kong, or Macao 
Chinese. 


3. Reinforce control of export products and strictly prohibit profiteering. 
The "Notice Concerning the Strengthening of Import and Export Products 
Control" and the "Supplementary Notice" issued by the provincial 
revolutionary committee last year must be carefully implemented. The purchase 
and distribution of imported products are handled by state-run overseas 
Chinese merchandise supply companies, which are found in various places in 
the province. No other unit or individual is allowed to take part in 

the transaction. Chinese-born foreign nationals, overseas Chinese, Hong 
Kong and Macao Chinese, and their families should all go to designated 
stores if they need to sell surplus imported goods. They are not allowed 

to peddle on the street or trade in the black market. Units in the province 
or people coming to our province to purchase imported products must go to the 
state-run import products store. Financial, banking, and fiscal departments 
must tighten supervision over financial matters and be vigilant in inspecting 
and accounting. Industrial and commercial control departments must adjust 
and strengthen market control.

Zhao Dan stresses a realist approach to cinematic creation and the book 
has already been acclaimed as for its relevance to efforts by Chinese 
film-makers to shake off the influence of the "cultural revolution," 
which was characterized by stereotyped, exaggerated acting. 


"Creation of Screen Images," published by the Cinema Publishing House 
in Beijing, tells the story of his career from a street corner speaker 
agitating for patriotic action to stage performer and film star. 


[In "Door to Hell," published by the Shanghai Wenyi Publishing House, 
Zhao Dan recalls the important stages of his life, his contact with the 
late Premier Zhou Enlai, his struggles against the gang of four who 
seized politica] power for a time in the 1960's and 70's, and his 
involvement with other artists. The title is a poignant reference to 
the need for courage in artistic exploration. 


Zhao Dan's career was closely linked to China's revolutionary causes. 

The drama group he organized when he was a 16-year-old student at Shanghai 
Fine Arts Academy joined the communist-led league of dramatists in the 
early 1930's. Later he joined a theatrical troupe that performed in 
factories, schools and on street corners exhorting people to resist 

the Japanese invasion. 


In 1938, when he went to Xinjiang, Northwest China, to help train dramatists 
there, he was imprisoned for 5 years by the local warlord. In the 

"cultural revolution" of 1966-76, Zhao Dan served another 5 years in 

jail on false charges of being a "counterrevolutionary." 








lhere were many artistic highlights in his life, including those performances 
which won him international status, 


He first drew attention in 1937 in the roles of a young newspaper proof- 
reader in "Crossroads" and a trumpet player in "Street Angel." Among 
his other notable successes were roles in "Crows and Sparrows" (1949), 
"Li Shizhen" (1956), "Lin Zexu"” (1958), "Nie Er" (1959), and "Red Crag"

Against the Will of the People in Literature and Art"] 


[Text] Views urging "governing by doing nothing" expressed in 
literature and art appear to have increased. 


What is called "governing by doing nothing" refers to the method of 
governing enforced by Xiao He and Cao San in the early years of 

the Western Han period. According to "laws on punishment of the 

book of Han," "when prime ministers Xiao He and Cao San governed the 
country by doing nothing, they complied with the wishes of the people 
and did nothing to interfere with their aspirations. As a result, the 
people were provided with sufficient food and clothing and punishment 
was used sparingly." 


The phrase "complying with the wishes of the people without interfering 
with their aspirations" in fact embodies the spirit of "governing by 
doing nothing.” A modern interpretation of this would be "to comply with 
the wishes of the people without interfering with them." Advocating 
"governing by doing nothing" in literature and art aims in particular 

at the prevailing bureaucratic practices. 


Since the "gang of four" was smashed, central departments overseeing 
literature and art have naturally summed up the lessons drawn from 

the past 20 years or so. They have repeatedly stressed the importance 
of the "double hundred" policy and upheld the principle of "three 
don'ts," reaffirmed that writers and artists are free to create and 

to criticize works of literature and art and guaranteed their right 

to compete and contend freely. This spirit was exemplified at the 
Fourth Congress of Writers and Artists, at which Deng Xiaoping 
announced that party leadership in literature and art would be based 
on "noninterference." 


However, just as the line of the 3d plenary session of the llth party 
congress has been infringed upon, the party's litsrature and art policy 
has not been implemented in some areas. Some reader-approved works 











have been condemned as bad works while some /ilms approved by the 
audience have been banned. On the other hand, the publication and 
ctereulution of works and periodicals which contain defects have also 
been banned, In some cases, even departments which are not in charge 
ol literature and art publications have interfered with such endeavors, 
For example, the party branch secretary of a production brigade has 
rudely canceled a writer's food ration, while the responsible person 

of a housing management bureau has unreasonably banned the display 

of a cartoon, 


Ju view of the serious development of arbitrary interference, writers 
have proposed "governing by doing nothing." They have proposed that 

luws be enacted to insure the implementation of the "double hundred" 

policy, 


he "double hundred" policy has been in force for many years and it 
has been written into the constitution, Therefore, very few people 
have openly opposed its implementation, However, it is because those 
who oversee Literature and art are afraid of the appearance of 
controversial or "“extremist'’ works among their subordinates that 

they olten use their power to ban their publication. Since some cadres 
oversceing literature and art confuse "Lei Feng Pagoda" with "Learning 
From Lei Feng," their ability to distinguish fragrant flowers from 
poisonous weeds is clearly open to question. Moreover, it is both 
uufalr and improper for one person to determine what should be read 

by thousands of people and what should not be seen by them, 


What is called "governing by doing nothing" means refraining from impos- 
iy, arbitrary interference on literature and art. Writers themselves 
sliould declde what to write about and how to write it. If there are 
problems in this respect, they can be referred to the writers. With 
regard to liow to revise the works and whether they should be revised, 
tis is up to the writers. This method of leadership in the field 

of literiture and art was proposed by Chen Yi in 1962, but it has 

never becn carried out, 


‘ollowiny major reversals in Literature and art policy over the past 
.}/ ycars and minor reversals in the recent 4 years, there is indeed 
au need to reexamine the method of overseeing literature and art.

When 
they thought of developing production, they considered building 
factorles, buying machines, constructing irrigation works and other 
material things. They seldom considered, or simply did not consider, 
the question of training people. They were generous, spending 
thousands upon thousands of yuan to buy machines but were too stingy 
to spend needed sums on education. Whenever possible, they would 
divert educational funds for other purposes, alleging that this 

was to “insure production at the expense of education” and thinking 
that this was right and proper. 


Lan production really be insured at the expense of education’ No. 
Facts have shown that modern production is based on advanced science 
and technology. The current economic competition is actually a 
competition of science and technology and intelligence. Whether or not 
we can train large numbers of people to become well versed in science 
and technology is a decisive factor in the development of a modern 
economy. Therefore, an educational undertaking to train such persons 
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le by No fMeann @ matter of consumption having nothing to do with produc- 
tion, tt is indeed an investment in developing intellectual resources 
that are indispensable to production development, tnterprise owners 

in developed countries underatand this better than some of our comrades 
who claim to be Marxists, Some of our comrades have still not vet 
freed themselves trom the emall-production mentality and the left- 
deviationtat thinking, They alwaya belittle the role of sctentific 

and cultural knowledge as well as that of intellectuals and refuse to 
recognize the extremely important role of education and science in the 
socialiat modernization drive, Due to neglect of education, there is 
iow 4 shortage of specialists and the scientific and cultural level

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FIRST GROUP OF NEW STUDENTS FOR SHANGHAI SCHOOLS OF HIGHER LEARNING

|Article: "Shanghai Enrolls Firet Group of 5,814 Students in 64 Schools of 
Higher Learning" |} 


‘Text ] Today Shanghai announced the enrollment of the first group of new 
students for 64 schools of higher learning. 


These 64 schools that are recruiting students from Shanghai Municipality 
include the country's key schoole of higher learning, key military academies, 
and the first group of schools of enrollment appointed by the Ministry of 
Education, as well as Shanghai Teachers College. This year a total of 

5,814 students are enrolled by these schools of higher learning--including 
1,049 students, 8 above quota, by schools outside Shanghai, and 4,/65 students, 
210 above quota, by schools in Shanghai. Most of these enrolled students 
scored more than 400 marks. The 33 students enrolled by the China University 
of Sctence and Technology scored an average 450 marks. The 15 students 
enrolled by the China Capital Medical University scored an average 449 marks. 
The average score of the students enrolled by Qinghua University and Beijing 
University was more than 440 and 430 marks, respectively. All those enrolled 
by Shanghai Jiaotong University and Fudan University scored, on average, more 
than 440 marks. Those enrolled by the East China Teachers University scored 
an average of nearly 420 marks. In line with the spirit of the National 
Conference of Teachers Colleges and the Conference of Schools of Higher 
Learning on Enrollment Work, the first group of students enrolled this year 
by Shanghai Teachers College scored more than 390 marks in science and about 
340 marks in liberal arts. Xue Leiping [5641 7191 1627], of the East China 
Teachers University Second Attached Middle School, scored the highest marks 
in science in the enrollment examination in Shanghai; Zhou Songlin [0719 2646 
2651), of Zhang Yang Middle School in Huangpu Ward, scored the highest marks 
in liberal arts; and Li Wenying [2621 2429 5391], of ‘he Shanghai Foreign 
Language Coilege Attached Foreign Language School, « vred the h!gnest marks 
in foreign languages. They will attend, respectively, the departments of 
physics and of Chinese at Fudan University and the department of Fnglish at 
the Shanghai Foreign Language College, 











In the work of allocating students to be enrolled, this year we used 

electronic computers in a simulated test to guide our estimate. Before the 
allocatton, we analyzed data on the number of candidates from each school, 

the candidates' preferred subjects, and the marks scored by them in the 
examination, we made a tentative list, and we got a fairly good idea of what 

we should do. Meanwhile, according to our progress in the work of enrol)ment, 
we constantly carried out the allocation in a rational way so that the work 

of enrollment as a whole was speedy and accurate. Although the original 
estimated was that it would take 1 week, at present we have basically completed 


the work in only 4 days. In enrollment work, we also carefully made overa|! | 
plans and took all factors into consideration to meet the requirements of 
key schoo!s3 o1 higher learning and schools in other places, and completely 


fulfilledthe recruitment plan. A deputy secretary of the Qinghua University 
Party Committee, who paid a special visit to Shanghai to find out the 
recruitment situation, was pleased with the 45 new students enrolled in his 
university. He said that his university was prepared to increase the number 
of students to be recruited next year in Shanghai. 


Today, the work of recruiting the second group of students for other schools 
of higher learning will begin. 
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SHANGHAT TAKES STEPS TO IMPROVE SECONDARY EDUCATION 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 28 Aug 80 p 1

Measures To Reform Secondary Education") 


[Text] Shanghai Municipality has adopted three measures to reform secondary 
education: it has opened more than 40 vocational courses, prolonged the 
perlod of schooling to 3 years in half of the municipality's senior middle 
schools, and converted some complete middle schools into junior middle 
schools. 


Last year, 10 middle schools in Shanghai opened 10 specialized secondary 
courses, and this year a number of middle schools again offered more than 
40 vocational courses. These two courses recruited a total of more than 
2,000 students for the summer term. The subjects of vocational study include 
documents, accounting, clothing, printing, photography, semiconductor 
equipment, electrial apparatus repair, and arts and crafts. These courses 
have been warmly received by the broad students and their parents. A large 
number of well-qualified candidates applied for the entrance examination 
and were admitted. The period of schooling for the vocational course is 

3 to 4 years. The courses are operated in [one of] two ways: either by 

the schools on behalf of various municipal specialized companies, factories, 
and research institutes; or jointly by the ward education bureaus and ward 
finance and trade offices. It is planned to gradually expand the operation 
of vocational courses by conducting tests at selected points. 


The second thing Shanghai has done to reform secondary education has been 

to prolong the period of schooling. To improve the quality of education, 
lighten the students’ burden, and help them to develop morally, intellectually, 
and physically, half of the senior middle schools in the municipality have 
started to change their educational system from 2 years to 3 years. To avoid 
any interruption in the source of candidates to be recruited by the 

institutes of higher education in 1982, this year the other half of the senior 
middle .chools will not prolong their educational system for the time being, 
but will start to do so in the autumn semester next year. About half of 
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aome 80,000 students attending the first-year classes of sentor middle schools 
in the munictpality have been enrolled this summer by senior middle schools 

of the 3-year system, Under the prolonged schooling system, the senior middle 
schools will add such subjects as blology and geography to their curricula, 
and they will also set up elective courses for students in the second and 
third years of senior middle schools, with a view to enlarging their scope 

of knowledge und giving them vocational and technological education. 


The third thing Shanghai has done has been to reform the layout of secondary 
education, During the LO-year turnmoil, all middle schools in Shanghai were 
blindly conver. ed to senior middle schools. These schools were operated under 
very poor conditions, and the overall arrangement was not rational. To 
insure the practical quality of education and to rationalize the layout of 
complete middle schools and junior middle schools, the concerned departments 
of the muntctpality, while carrying out readjustment, abolition, and 
amalgamation of schools, have reorganized the 441 complete middle schools in 
urban areas int« 290 complete middle schools and 150 junior middle schools, 
and they have also made corresponding readjustments in school buildings and 
teaching staff. 
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COMMENTS ON PERSONNEL TRAINING AT INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER LEARNING

(Report by Yang Deguang [2799 1795 1684]: "Opinions of Responsible Com- 
rades of Some Factories and Research Institutes in Shanghai on How In- 
stitutions of Higher Learning Should Train Qualified Personnel") 


[Text] Very recently, the personnel science study group of the higher 
education study association in Shanghai Municipality invited responsible 
comrades of some factories, research institutes and units of the like to 
a forum on problems such as the training of qualified personnel at in- 
stitutions of higher learning, where they thoroughly aired their views 
and especially offered five concrete comments. 


1. The university student recruitment approach at present remains to be 
improved. Some comrades were of the opinion that certain practices in 

the present uniform student recruitment system are not beneficial to the 
selection of talents. Director Chen Jiayi [7115 0502 6146] of the youth 
science and technology station of Shanghai Municipality said: "We have 
quite a few very talented science and technology enthusiasts at the youth 
acience and technology station, but they often cannot go to a university 

to study. One student who has been working on ship models won first prize 
at a national ship models contest, his workmanship level was equivalent 

to that of a class 6 worker; he finished the study of subjects up to the 
sophomore year in the shipbuilding department of a university on his ow, 
however, because he did not get enough overall points in an examination for 
graduate studies, he was not accepted." Participating comrades made three 
proposals: (1) from now on, student recruitment at various schools should, 
as is done at institutions of physical education and arts, test not only 
the candidates’ knowledge but also their talents; (2) in the case of 
superior students or students especially talented in certain fields, they 
should be selected and sent directly to the university for advanced studies 
in the corresponding fields; and (3) as exemplified by the University of 
Communications in Shanghai, a university should set up direct links with 
supporting middle schouls, a university shouli assist supporting middle and 
elementary shools to develop scientific and technical activities and improve 
the quality of teaching, and a university may also go to such supporting 
middle achools to select budding talents in the field directly. 
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2. The arrangement of specialties at universities should not be too miuuite. 
Along with the development of modern sctence and technology, there are now 
an increasing number of new subjects and new speclalties. According to In- 
complete statistics, there are more than 2,000 specialties in the world 
today, and in the future more new spectalties are still liable to come into 
being. Therefore, the establishment of specialties at institutions of 
higher learning should not be too limited; efforts should be made to 
strengthen the student's basic theoretical studies, to provide cross-sub- 
fect and cross-svecialty courses, and thereby broaden the range of his 
knowledge. Par: lcipants were of the opinion that this should be pursued in 
three aspects: one is to gradually eliminate present specialty arrangements 
and, instead, »ecruit students according to individual departments and 
{nd{vidual subjects. At present, most schools recruit students according 
to existing specialties; efforts should be made to encourage students to 
take up a second specialty. The second is to carry out a credit system, 
increase selective courses, provide the students with "compound vitamins,’ 
80 as tv raise more '‘generalists." The third is to renovate teaching 
materials, raise the level of teachers. Teaching materials for a specialty 
should be able to reflect the newest level of domestic and foreign scienti- 
fic and technological development in the field, or a special chair should 
be established in order to make up any deficiency thereof. University 
teachers should perceive regularly the actual situations of production and 
sctentific research at factortes and research institutes in order to give 
the students practical knowledge. Technical personnel at factories and 
research institutes may also be invited to give lectures at a university, 
in order tu make up certain deficiencies of its teachers. 


3. Institutions ot higher learning should pay attention to training talents 
of overall development. In the training of talents at several institutions, 
the point of emphasis is often placed on the impartation of knowledge and 
not on the fostering of special abilities; this is the greatest weakness 

of higher education at present. Modern science and technology are de- 
veloping in the comprehensive and marginal directions; even if we are 

just working on a medium or small-scale project of scientific research, 

we would still need to develop coordination and cooperation. Therefore, 
sclentific end technological personnel must not only have a strong capa- 
bility to engage in autonomous study, to think, and to create, but also have 
a certein capability to organize. Institutions of higher learning should 
stress the comprehensive training of students. Wang Jiangang [3769 0256 
9474) of research institute No. 711 said that there were two core technical 
cadres at their institute but neither was any all-superior student from a 
university; one was conductor of the symphonic orchestra at Qinghua 
(niversity, and one was leader of the basketball team at the University 

of Communications; because they were trained in universities, their ability 
LO organize was very strong. We welcome student cadres with a medium or 
superior level of academic achievement the most, ne said, because they 

are equipped with the ability to work irnidependertly and to work hard 
without complaint. Therefore, the key point in education at higher in- 
stitutions should be to foster talents. How ~> ioster talents? Partici- 
pants suggested the following: (1) In the case of university students, 





we must not pamper them; we must simplify and streamline their study pro- 
grams and schedules and let them pursue their own studies and examine 
their own problems; we must pose gome difficulties for the students to 
solve by themselves, and not lead them to a pursuit of mere high marks. 
(2) Umiversities should offer a management specialty as an avenue for 
training cadres. Apart from this, they should also offer management 
‘courses in the various departments to acquaint university students with 
some management knowledge. (3) Increase experiment courses and courses in 
production practice; in the case of students in the school of arts, in- 
crease courses in social investigation, and organize upper class students 
to develop scientific research, so as to foster the students’ ability to 
initiate thetr own operations. 


+. It is necessary to raise the foreign language level and literary level 
of university students. Comrades from the 10-odd units part icipating 

in the forum discussion all reflected that the foreign language level and 
literary level of a considerable part of university graduates are usually 
very low. A certain tndustrial company has 580 technical personnel, but 
those who can read foreign language materials make up only about 30 percent. 
A certain research institute has more than 120 foreign language magazines 
available, but only half of them have ever been perused by anyone, and 

of all the institute's medium-level technical personnel those who are 
capable of reading foreign language materials make up only 10 percent. 
Many factories and research institutes must handle assignments such as 
study tours abroad and participation in internationai conferences each 
year. Due to a general lack of people versed in foreign languages, such 
assignments are necessarily forced upon a few individuals. There are 

some engineers whose professional level happens to be very high; because 
of their needs while on assignments abroad, they are forced to stay away 
from production for a year just to study foreign languages, and hence 

to miss their work. Everyone was of the consistent opinion that the 
foreign language level of university graduates of the early 1950's was 
relatively higher, and the main reason in this regard was that their 
foreign language foundation in middle schools was quite solid and foreign 
language teaching materials were used in some university courses. Because 
the foreign language foundation of these comrades was solid, they were 
therefore also able to absorb in time the newest scientific and technologi- 
cal knowledge from abroad, to make fast progress, and to achieve great re- 
sults; most of them became thus principal core cadres in science and tech- 
nology of their own units. Participants all suggested that students must 
grasp well the study of foreign languages in their elementary and middle 
school days; in view of the fact that the foreign language level of middle 
school graduates at present is not very high. a period in their university 
davs may be set aside for them to concentrate on the making up of such 
foreign language deficiency. The foreign language editions of some teach- 
ing materials may be selected for them, and teachers may give lectures in 
such foreign languages.

(Text) To the Editorial Board: Recently, Chairman Li Xisoxing [7621 456) 
2502) of the Xtizgang Autonomous Regional Scientific Commission told your 
reporter! KXizang's ectentific research work and the large amount of technical 
work in ite construction eventually have to be carried out by relving on 
eclentif_ic and techni al personnel of Zang nationality. Therefore, the 
training of a \arge number of such personnel is extremely urgent at present! 


He pointed out: This autonomous region's present backbone of actentifis and 
technical contingents consists mainly of cadres who came there last year on 
a year rotation; only a very few of them are of the Zang nationality. 

Of @gome 200 staff members and workers in the system of the Regiona! 
Scfentific Commission, the number of ecientific personnel who are Zang 
nationals ie even less significant. Those Han nationality technical cadres 
"a tb year rotation will leave after 1 or 2 years. After their departure, 
yereonnel of Jang nationality will not be able to take over the work. Mont 
of the scientific research projects now in progress will have to stop. 


According to intormation, in the past whoever talked about training Zang 
nationality cadres had in mind only the thought of training party and 
adminiatrative cadres, and very seldom that of training technical cadres. 
Those young people of Zang nationality or of other minority nationalities 
in Xizang who were sent to the interior to study aleo generally studied 
poittics and the Han language, and very few studied specialized subject« 
and technology. Even those few who acquired vocational and technica! 
knowledge would in moet cases change their iine and become party or 
administrative cadres after their return to Kizang. For instance, since 
1970 the Autonomous Regional Department of Communications has successively 
eent three groups of young Zang nationals to the communications schoo! in 
Net Monggo! Autonomous Region to study highway construction engineering. 
However, on their return to Xigang, almost all of them have been appointed 
party or administrative cadres. 








Ld Adagoning said: At present, it is not difficult in Xdgang to find a number 
of fine county part) committee secretaries who are of Zang nationality, 
however, it de not so easy to find effieient technicians who are Zang 
fationale, Evidently, thie cannot meet the needs of bud! ding a wealthy and 
enlightened new Xigang. We must carry out the training of technical personne! 
vl Zane nationality as 4 task of great urgency, and etrive to train a number 
of guch personnel in the next 3 to 5 years. For this purpose, he put forward 
he following four suggestions: 


Firat, it is suggested that in the name of the State Sctentific and Tech 
wlogical Commission, we ask some research inetitutes of the Chinese Academy 
of Selences and the sclentific research units of some provinces and munici- 
palities to train technical personnel for Xigang Autonomous Region purpose! ull) 
and in a planned way, and according to the needs of Kizang's sctentific 
research work. 


secondly, we ask the Mintetry of Education to inatruct certain aeclene and 
engineering colleges in the interior to open "Xizgang classew"” in certain 
vocational atudies according to the needs of Kisang Autonomous Region. in 
recruiting studente for these classes, we should proceed from the actual 
conditions of education in Xizgang and relax the requirements for 

candidates, such as lowering the grading |etandards| and having no restrictions 


on age. 


Thirdly, we should call together all Zang technical personne! now scattered 
over various places in Xigang, ask Han nationality technical personnel “to 
teach, help, and guide” them, and strive to train them to be key technical 
cadres in | or ? vears. 


Fourthly, we hope that, in line with the Party Centra! Committee's spirit 

of carrying out the estructural reform of cadre ranks, the Regional Party 
Committee will pick out a large number of young Zang party and administrative 
cadres with a certain degree of education, send them to the interior to 
study, and train them to be technical cadres.

The comrades pointed out emphatically in their speeches: Since all nation= 
alittes in our country have carried out their socialist reform, the
